The mill cost of the 
unbleached cloth in America is 7.8 
cents; it is sold by the mill to. the 
bleacher at 10% cents, and Costs the 
bleacher finished 114 cents; the bleacher 
sells only t6 the jobber at 13 cents, and 
the Jobber sells to thé retailer at 17% 
cents. Then, because the excessive tariff 
prohibits importation. and competition 
from’ abroad, the retailer adds a margin 
of 42 per cent, and sells the muslin at 
2% cents a yard. 

In ‘xontrast with this robbery we find 
that the foreign finished fabric (after 
the ‘bleacher has finished it) sells for 
12.41 cents, and it reaches the English 


housewife at 17.76 cents (8% pence). 
PRINTED. CURTAIN SCRIM. 


The commonly used material for cheap 
curtains is printed scrim. It costs to 
produce this material at home just one- 
third of a cent a yard more than in 
England, yet the consumer here pays ai 
least 25 cents a yard for these goods, 
usually 29 cents; while the consumer in 
England pays 15% cents. 

Canada is buying American-made 
printed scrim fram American © lobbers 
and- paying the Canadian duty of 32% 
per cent, against the duty of 25 per cen* 
oh similar English goods. The Canadi- 
ans admit that the American scrim is 
so far ahead of the English in style and 
finish that they prefer it and use it al- 
most exclusively. 


COTTON BLANKETS. 

For years Americans afforded wool 
blankets, but now cotton blankets are 
almost universally used. Under the 
Dingley law cotton blankets paid a duty 
of 25 or 30°per cent, now the duty is 45 
per cent. 


The Tariff. Board failed to state.in its 
report what it-learned regarding blanket 
distribution, .that some: mills sell. their 
entire product to the jobbers, thereby 
compelling the consuming public to get 
the goods g@ily with the several inter- 
mediate distributors’ profits tacked on, 
while other mills send, agents to the re- 
tail trade and Keep the distributer’s 
profit themselves. In other words, on 


| account of the 45 per c@nt duty, certain 
millf are able to get all that is in it 


against outside competition. There are 
only a few makers of. blankets in the 
United States. ‘The retailer, buying 
goods direct from the mill, .figures he 


ought to add the equivalent of a job- 


ber’s profit to his own. Thus a pair of 
blankets of the better grade of cotton 
for which the consumer pays $8 can be 
bought in: England for nearer $2, while 
the cost of production in England ts 
higher than here. ;

blankets in this country has contributed 
to the increased consumption ‘of cotton 
‘blankets. A cheap wool blanket costs 
$5 a pair; a good wool blanket, $7. In 
Canada, where wool is free, where the 
goods are made by mills equal to those 
in the United States, and where labor 
is paid as well as in the United States, 
the consumer can afford a real wool 
blanket at $3.00. 


BEDSPREADS OR QUILTS. 

Bedspreads or quilts were dutiable as 
cotton cloth under the Dingley law gen- 
erally at % per cent and ‘never more 
than 30 per cent. But under the Payne- 
Aldrich law the duty was increased to 
48 per cent. During the 12 years of the 
Dingley law there were no importations, 
ye the Payne-Aldrich increas2 resulted 
immediately in an advance in price to 
the distributing trade of 20 per cent. 
This increase was reflected in still high- 
er prices to ths consumer. The bed- 
spread for which the housewife paid $1 
under the Dingley tariff was jumped 
6 $1.50 immediately after the Payne- 
Aldrich act went into force. 


SHEETS, PILLOW SLIPS, 

Sheets and pillow slips, when made of 
cotton, whether hemstitched or not, 
were never imported under the Dingley 
fariff of about 2% per cent. Still the 
Payne-Aldrich law made sheets and 
nillow slips duitable at 45 per cent, a 
duty increase of 30 per cent on the for- 
mer rate. , pe 


TICKING, 
Ticking, with, which the mattress and 


rillows are covered, is repressnted in 
ARaritt Board sample No. ‘7. It costs 
more to make this fabric in England, 
yet.the English retail price is 19 cents 
a yard and the American price 2. We 
export quantities of ticking to England. 


KIMONO CLOTH, 
The kimono worn by the woman in 


the picture is of such material -4s 
Tariff Board Sample No, 52. Here is 
an example of American-made .goods 
going to gifierent parts of the world 
against all competition. In England 
this fabric is selling wholesale at 15% 
cénts a yard’ (7% pence), and at retail 
at 21.3 cents (10% pence), but it is 
aimost entirely American-made goods. 
The retail price of this cloth at home 
is 19 cents; so that here we have an 
unusual situation where the American 
censumer actually is getting for less 
than her English cousin the American- 
made fabric that holds the English 
market against England’s best efforts 
Of course the slightly higher price in 
Fngland than-‘in America represents 
tlie exporting charges and the fluctua- 
tions between supply and demand.

} made in Japan by laborious hand proc- 


ess can land at San Francisco at 16 
cents. A large Chicago, retailer has 
been successfully selling them as genu- 
ine imported kimono crepes at % cents, 
a margin of 119_per cent.

TYPEWRITER AS PROOF 





Editor Explains Photographs of 
Original Notes Had to 
Be Copied. 





By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 
NEW YORK, Oct. 2.—In the current 
number of Collier’s Weekly the charge 
is made that certain of the so-called 
Standard Oil letters which have been 
appearing in Hearst’s magazine’are bo- 
eus and that the signatures of John D. 

Archboid are forgeries. 

In the same article, which is written 
by Arthur H. Gleagon, Collier’s admits 
that Hearst possesses copies of letters 
of a character similar to those pub- 
lished and expresses wonderment that 
forgeries should be used. 

The charge is based on the assertion 
that all five of the letters in question 
were written on one typewriter of a 
make and style that was not in exist- 


posed to have been written, The word 
of the manufacturer of the machine is 
given as substantiating this claim. 
which, last evening, was not denied at 
the office of Hearst’s Magazine, 391 
Fourth avenue. 

Calls Explanation Simple, -- 

“As to the typewriting of the letters,’’ 
said Seward Haggard, one of Hearst's 
editors, ‘it may be true that it was 
done on a machine manufactured after 
the date of the letters, but the explana- 
tion is simple. We had the photographs 
here, not the original] letters. Some of 
these photographs were so blurred that 
they were not available for engraving 
work. With such of the letters as were 
in that condition we copied the body 
of the letter on that machine there (in- 
dicating an L. C. Smith machine), then 
superimposed the signature by clipping 
it from the photograph.” 

This explanation is in accord with the 
statements made by Colliers as to the 
method pursued, but the article goes 
further. It asserts in its opening para- 
graph, with regard to the letter from 
Archbold to Senator Penrose, referring 
to the $25,000 certificate of deposit, that 
“the famous note to Boise Penrose, tell- 
ing of $26,000 deposited to his credit, is 
a forgery. The. signature of John D. 
Archbold, attached to that letter, is a 
forgery.” | 

As to Other, Letters.

The Collier’s article 
contains a statement from W. L. Smith, 
rresident of the typewriting concern, to 
the effect that the five letters as repro- 
duced have been examined and asserts: 

‘‘These letters * * * are all of them 
unmistakably written on the L. C. Smith 
& Bros. typewriter, contain Elite tyne, 
or known to us as No. 6 type. No 
single machine equipped with Elite or 
No. 6 type was placed uyon the Market 
or manufactured earlier than Jt e ib, 
1905.”’ 

Writer Explains —— 

The writer for Collier’s explains the 
close resemblance between the typewrit-~ 
ing in all the letters, and makes the 
charge that the signature to the Pen- 
rose letter. end that on the letter to 
Senator Hanna are the same signa- 
ture, stating that the signature to the 
letter was reproduced at the foat of 
the Penrose letter as the two, when 
superimposed, match in every partic: 
ular. 

Much is made of the similarity of the 
various signatures as well as of the 
typewriting, and stress {is laid upon 
the fact that, in ths magazine repro- 
duetions, no two reproductions were 
the same size. The charge is made 
that the writer of the article, in using 


ductions of different size, to. conceal the 
fact that the same typewriting machine 
had been used for all. 

Collier's man further asserts that 
Hearst himself is ths author of the 
articles appearing in the magazine, bas- 
fing this eontention on statsments made 
at different times by Hearst and by 
the introductory note that accompa- 
nied the articles. He endeavors to show 
that Hearst sought to convey the itm- 
pression that someone else was the 
author of the series. They have ap- 
peared anonymoualy.

IT notice an article in your paper written by Ar- 
thur M, Custer on the Single Tax Amendments. It 
it evident that the writer of this article is car- 
ried away with the single tax proposition from the 
fact that he does not understand single tax.

Single tax will not remove the burden from the 
shoulders of the farmer and the land owners of 
the olties, but; to the contrary, there will be an 
increased burden placed upon the land ‘owners of 
the State of Missourl, if these single tax amend- 
monts are adopted, regardless of how land is used, 
Single tax is promoted largely by men living 
without the State of Missour!, men who have no 
invested interest within the State; and those pro- 
moters of single tax seek. to make use of taxation, 
by placing all taxes on land, and thus destroy the 
commercial value of land. All side arguments as 
to the effect of single tax are merely side argu- 
ments and are made use of to bring support to 
these single tax amendments and are not germane 
to the proposition, the object and purpose of which 
is community ownership of land. 

That land valueg are much greater in the citles 
than they are in the country there is no doubt, 
and while the farmer’s Investe@ interest in land 
te much less than the'city brothér's investment jn 
sight values, they are just as dear to him,. for 
they represent his rainy-day savings of a .life- 
time. The fact that the toss of inv

‘The examining physician found Cor- 


jbett suffering from acute appendicitis 


and advised immediate operation. Cor- 
bett stood the ether well, but it was 
found the appendix had. burst from 
inflammation and iad badly lacerated 
the walls of the peritoneum. The sur- 
geons hastily stitched up the intestines 
after removing the appendix, but were 
fearful that blood poisoning would nul- 
lify their efforts. 

The constitution and good general 
health of the patient are the physi- 
cian’s sole hope of his recovery. 
Corbett is 46 years of age, but is ro- 


bust and healthy: He has not taken ac- 
tive part in ring contests since Aug. 14, 
1908, when he was “stopped’’ by Jim 
Jeffries in,their second meeting, at San 
Francisco. Corbett's great skill pre- 
,vented his being badly punished in any 
‘of his engagements, his defeats gener- 
ally resulting from a single punch, rath- 
er than from gradual batterings by. his 
opponents. 

For example, Jeffries gave Tom Shar- 
key a terrible beating in 2 rounds—one 
that broke the sailor's spirit and ruined 
an iron constitution. But‘in his first 
bout with Corbett, Jeffries was out- 
pointed for 23 rounds and was unable 
to lay a glove on Corbett until near the 
close, when he landed a fortunate 
punch that ended the show. 

Fitz, too, badly outpointed, slipped 
over one punch that ended Corbett’s 
championship career. 

The doctors expect Corbett’s — 
from punishment to figure strongly in 
saving ‘his life, if a fatal climax - is 
averted.
